Is Interviewed on Arrival in 
Australia From This Port 

An interesting statemenf on Can¬ 
adian affairs la mads by 8tr John 
Willlson. the Canadian Journalist 
and author, who left here on thu 
l^ner Niagara on her last outbound 
voyage*. 

Hie John told The Sydney Morning 
Herald:— 

“It j| hoped that Mr. Bruce’s 
scheme fop a reciprocal treaty be¬ 
tween Australia and Canada will be 
put into e ff ec t. Canada’s annual ex¬ 
penditure on dried fruits must b^ 
large, and probably something can 
be done to assist Au§tralian wines. 
We also use a lot of oranges and 
lemons. There is nojr an agitation 
for a woolen Industry In Vancouver, 
and I think we will turn to wool 
manufacturing. There Is a saying of 
the South In America that an Indus r 
try has a tendency to move to the 
centre of supply. 

PROHIBITION

a failure. Five of the nine province* 
have now rejected prohibition, and 1 
predict that before long the others, 
with the exception of Prince Edward

“The Manitoba Liquor Association 
has given preference to liquors pro¬ 
duced within the Empire, and is try¬ 
ing to get the' other proviacear tb 
adopt the system. Home of the Aus¬ 
tralian wines 1 tried on the boat were 
very good. 

IMMIGRATION 

“In immigration I confess that we 
have not done enough. Canada was 
Too slow lo take advantage of the 
Imperial scheme. Even the leaders 
of the Progressive Party, however, 
are now in favor of immigration. 
For some lime 1 waa president of the 
Canad a Coiopisatlon Association, the 
objeci of which was to place settlers 
on the lands in the West which weru 
adjacent to railways. We have thirty 
million acres of^land held by various 
colonisation ' companies.' absentee 
landlords, and such, within ten or 
fifteen miles of railways. These 
land s; upon which Is imposed a wil'd 
land Urx. -we wish Ul throw open fu* 
settlement, and the association luta 
proposed purchase with payment ex- 
i tending over thirty-two years. There 
1 1* no shadow of doubt about the fu¬ 
ture of Canada with regard to pop¬ 
ulation and settlement. Just at the 
moment, however, owing to high costs 
of labor and of implements, the ag¬ 
ricultural Industries of ~the western 
provinces are passing through a 
period of depression. 

“Twelve or fifteen years ago sec¬ 
tions of the West did not waht Brit¬ 
ish settlers. That has changed. The 
Englishman makes th# best farmer, 
though he takes longer to succeed— 
but he does succeed. Canada has 
never been so British as U Is at the 
present time. Twenty of thirty years 
ago every__third man In Canada was 
in favor of a political union with th« 
United States—now not one man In • 
ten thousand. There is no possible 
chance of Canada becoming part of 
;fhe United States. 

SOLDIER SETTLEMENT 

“Our soldier settlement scheme 
worked out very well. We spent $100.- 
000.000. putting 80,000 soldiers on the 
land, making advances of $5,000 for 
implements and outfit. The -propor¬ 
tion of failures would/not average 
twenty per cent, and T doubt If we 
will lose any money. )n some prov¬ 
inces repayments are actually In ad¬ 
vance. 

“The Canadian people were Inter¬ 
ested In the Singapore discussions. 
We have Just as much Interest Jn 
what other Dominions want as in 
what Britain wants, and in this mat¬ 
ter our view will be determined by 
Australia. . 

"In America's policy of ’greater ex¬ 
clusiveness* 1 think Canada Is with 
tha - United States, and - the whole 
continent la with Australia In her 
White Australia policy. I think you 
would find the United States more 
prepared to enter war for White Aus¬ 
tralia than it ,wa* to enter the Great i 
War. The feeling of kinship between ' 
British peoples and the United States ! 
is growing mors and mors closa/* •

This system continued until 1915. 
when Hon. Walter 8cott. then Pre¬ 
mier. announced In a speech at Ox¬ 
bow that the time had arrived when 
the bars and wholesale liquor houses 
had to go.

The bars and whole¬ 
sale liquor houses were doled on 
June 26. 1915. 

STORES VOTED OUT 

From that time until December. 

1914, thirsty Saskatchewan people 
had two legitimate source* of supply 
—the Government liquor stores and 
importation from Outside the pro¬ 
vince. In December, 1914, which was 
the first time the women exercised 
the franchise, the people voted the 
Government liquor stores out of busi¬ 
ness by four to one, the recorded 
vote being: Against, 95,244; for. 

22.444. 

As a result of the vote the Legis¬ 
lature enacted the Saskatchewan 
Temperance Act. whloh prohibited 
tho sale of liquor In the province ex¬ 
cept for medicinal, scientific, manu¬ 
facturing and sacramental purposes. 

With the ban on Importation by a 
Federal Order-in-Councli und«.the 
War Measures Act, Saskatchewan 
was for a time bone dry, but this 
order was rescinded, and from Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1920. until February 1, 1921, 
it was again possible for Individuals 
to import into the province from 
other provinces or from outside Can¬ 
ada, liquor for beverage purposes.
